Its  Field 

The  field  is  as  large  as  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  to  cross  it  by  wagon  re- 
quires eight  days. 

Its  Mission 

For  reaching  Mohammedans  with  the 
Word  of  God  the  Hospital  is  not  only  the 
most  efficient  means,  but  under  present 
conditions  almost  the  only  means. 

Its  Record 

The  Hospital  is  a success  and  has 
proved  its  right  to  live  by  its  growth. 

The  number  of  in-patients  the  first  year 
(1901)  was  202.  This  past  year  it 
was  40 1 . The  number  of  operations 
performed  in  the  six  years  has  been 
over  2,600.  The  missionary  force  on 
the  Staff  now  numbers  six. 

Its  Need 

For  yearly  expenses  in  excess

The  question  is,  Shall  the  Hospital  at  Cesarea 
not  only  live,  but  have  **more  abundant  life”? 


AVING  come  home  for  a furlough,  I wish  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  set  before  the  friends 
of  the  Hospital  the  needs  of  the  institution 
and  our  plans  for  its  development. 

The  Enlargement  of  the  Dispensary  has 

been  spoken  of  in  our  Reports  for  tw^o  years,  and  partial 
preparation  has  been  made  for  it.  For  this  $1,500  is 
wanted. 

Our  Water  Supply  is  secured  by  means  of  cis- 
terns, which  we  fill  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  from  a 
mountain  stream.  It  is  of  the  utmost  necessity  that  the 
supply  be  adequate,  for  filling  the  cisterns  at  other  times 
is  not  only  exceedingly  difficult  but  often  impossible,  and 
a water  famine  in  a hospital  is  a disaster.  When  the 
Hospital  was  built  we  made  a cistern  as  large  as  we 
could  with  the  space  at  command,  even  tunneling 
under  the  road  for  this  purpose.  It  was  barely  sufficient 
at  that  time,  and  now  is  totally  Inadequate,  causing  us 
constantly  recurring  trouble,  anxiety,  and  expense.  We 
have  the  opportunity  to  purchase  a garden  back  of  the 
Hospital  on  the  hill,  in  which  is  an  enormous  cistern  made 
years  ago,  more  than  one  hundred  yards  in  length,  all 
cemented,  and  sufficiently  high  to  carry  water  by 
gravity  over  the  whole  Hospital.  This  would  guarantee 
our  water  supply  indefinitely.  The  garden  also  would 
be  sufficient  for  the  addition  to  the  Hospital  that  we  need. 


$ 1 ,000  is  required  for  this  water  supply  and  accompany- 
ing land. 

Enleurgement  of  the  Hospital.  We  need  an 
addition  to  the  building  to  provide  two  more  wards  for 
men  and  women,  rooms  for  private  cases,  rooms  for 
infectious  cases,  increased  washing  and  cooking  facilities, 
and  dwelling  apartments  for  the  second  physician.  There 
is  room  now  for  one  physician  only  to  live  in  the  Hospital, 
and  renting  a native  house  outside  is  far  from  satisfactory, 
and  not  always  possible.  For  this  addition  $7,500  is 
needed. 

Annual  Expenses.  Beyond  all  these  is  the 
question  of  our  yearly  expenses,  and  to  put  the  Hospital 
on  a satisfactory  basis  an  endowment  is  essential.  We 
have  devoted  friends  who  are  giving  largely,  but  in  course 
of  time  these  may  drop  out  and  new  ones  must  be  sought. 
Our  yearly  expenses  may  be  summarized  as  follows : 

Salaries  of  Missionaries  and  traveling 


expenses $3,600 

Running  expenses  at  Cesarea  . . 4,700 

~$8,300 


To  meet  these  demands  our  resources  are  as  follows : 


Income  at  Cesarea $3,800 

Grant  from  American  Board  ...  1 ,800 

Contributions  needed  annually  . . 2,700 

$8,300 


More  than  $1,000  of  this  $2,700  is  practically 
pledged  by  friends  who  give  year  after  year.  If  all  who 


expect  or  intend  to  make  their  contributions  every  year 
will  tell  us  so,  it  will  be  a great  help.  We  do  not,  how- 
ever, ask  this  to  be  done  as  a binding  pledge. 

But  the  American  Board,  which  provides  my  sup- 
port, wishes  to  turn  that  over  to  the  Hospital  Board,  and 
the  latter  will  be  glad  to  undertake  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

Endowment.  In  order,  therefore,  to  be  no  longer 
dependent  on  soliciting  contributions  every  year,  and 
in  order  to  assume  the  whole  support  of  the  Hospital 
without  help  from  the  American  Board,  we  need  an  en- 
dowment yielding  in  round  numbers  an  annual  income 
of  $4,500.  This  would  mean  not  less  than  $100,000. 

How  much  of  this  sum,  in  addition  to  the  $ 1 0,000 
needed  for  enlargement,  can  our  friends  give  us  now? 
Has  not  the  time  come  when  we  are  justified  in  asking 
that  not  only  the  present  but  the  future  of  this  work  shall 
be  put  on  a secure  basis?
